Memorandum to: Deputy Director of Central Intelligence 


1. The meeting of the Army, Navy and Air Force 
Reserve Unite of CIA, which you have agreed to address, is 
scheduled for Tuesday, 1 May, at 5:30.

a. Combat intelligence (such as your experiences in Twelfth 
Army Group) as opposed to national or strategic intelligence, 
with emphasis as to the impact of the one upon the other, and 
where and how they meet in the middle.

c. How the needs of the intelligence users can best be deter- 
mined. 


d. The meshing of the needs of the policy makers with the 
product of the intelligence producers.
